for our proper right, title and 
intereſt to the Burgh and Lands 


under-mentioned, perfectly under- 


ſtanding, that our moſt noble 


progenitors, of good memory, o 


old, beyond the memory of man, 
by the ſpace of ſix hundred and 


ſeventeen years elapſed, for divers 


good conſiderations, did ere& and 
create the Town and Burgh of 
Preſtweik, lying within the Baili- 


ary of Kyle Stewart, into one free
